(By President L. D. Brown.) 


It is to be set down.to the lasting credit 


of the founders of Nevada as a State that 
they provided for a complete syst<-m of free 
schools fiom the elementary grades to the 
University. Narrow minded, selfish and 
sectarian influences at different periods in 
the history of our country have opposed all 
free schools. First, the attack was made 
against the common schools. Then the 
higher school was assailed and later the 
University was opposed by 
the class 


named. Bnt tho causa of the people has 
thus far triumphed over all foes, and to- 
day the Stato and the Nation are boldly 
proclaiming it their duty to support and to 
hasten the education of all the youth of 
tho land. 


The unparalleled and gratifying pro- 


gress of the 
Nevada State University 


liuring the la.il two years is largely dae to 
the wise legislative act of February 7, 
1887, by which the institution was placed 
anon a practical basis with a President 
and a Board of Regents to whom all nec- 
essary authority for the development and 
management of n University we a grunted, 
fbe first Board ot Regents under tha Act 
3f 1887 consisted of Governor Stevenson, 
Secretary of State Dormer aud Superin- 
evident 
of Public Instruction, 
Dovey. 


These gentlemen called LeEoy D. Brown, 
then State Superintendent of Poblio In- 
struction in Ohio to the Presidency and as- 
signtd to tim the task of organizing the 
University. Two ytftrs ago he began this 
work with one Professor as his assistant 
and some thirty odd students. 
The one 


ouilding on the grounds was neither com- 
pleted cor fnrniahecl but as time progressed 
the Lumber of students and tho number in 
the Faculty increased. 


'With this came additions to the build- 
Ita, to the library, to the cabiuets and to 


ail ibings else tbat are necessary to the 
welfare of a University, to that to-day Ne- 
vada may honestly claim that there is DO 
school iu the entire conutry so well pre- 
pared to undertake tha higher education 
of her young people as her own Uni- 
verstfy. 


In the first placo there is nu able Faculty 


of ten professors, each cf whoni ia a skil- 
!ul teacher and a specialist in some de- 
partment. Then the number of students 
aeing lass tbau one hundred HLH) fifty, 
Ihere is ample opportunity'for each pro- 
fessor to giva attention to ths individual 
members ol his classes, a prime necessity 
n all schools, bnt a feature, of education 
that is always lacking in large colleges. 


The courses c-f slncly include iu the 


Preparatory, the Business and Normal De- 
partments and in the college courses, lha 
School of Agriculture, the School of Mines, 
the School of Mechanic Arts and tbe 
School of Liberal Arts. 
All these are iu 


successful operation t£is term. 


The expenses of students aro f.s light as 


it is possible to make them. Tuition in all 
tha depaitmonts ia free. 
Boarding and 


room rent coat oa an average about twenty- 
five dollars per month. 


In laboratory work there are no fcos bnt 


the students provitle themselves with their 
own text books, chemicals, etc. 


In tha School of Agriculture, employ- 


ment is given at fair wages to nearly all 
students that desire to earn a pait of their 
college expenses. 


Military instruction is given by an ofiiocr 


of the United Statss Army, 'a graduate of 
West Point, to all male students and 
physical training adapted to your.g women 
U also 11 part of the curriculum. 


Tbe University from tho beginning hfis 


co-operated with tbe common auliools and 
before the closu of tbe present ye.»r it is 
coofidoiitly expected that arrangement* will 
be naadu by tho Stnte Board ot Eiucatiou 
whereby the graduates of the common 
schools may be permitted to enter the 
preparatory or other courses at the Uni- 
versity without any extended examination: 
at thin time the entrance examinations ore 
such that the graduates of the public 
schools find no great difficulty in passing 
them. The prospects of education in our 
State were never sj bright as they are 
to-day, and Nftvatla is jas'ly proud of all 
her free schools of whiuh the last to be 
organized but not the least in influence, is 
her young and growing University.

One of tbe regular 
employes of the Asylum attends tu the 
engine, nsiii'Z drift-wood saved from tbe 
river to fire up under the boiler. There is 
no consumption or loss of material in tbe 
storage batteries, therefore the cost of tbe 
light u merely nominal, and away below 
tbiit of gas, to sny nothing of convenience 
and nbsolutesafety.
